NOTES oF THE 
POLAND'S ROAD. 


| Militant; flercely proud, of high: 
courage, and unquenchably nation- 
alistic, the people of Poland are 
slowly regaining that place among 
the nations which was lost to them 
when they were broken by war and 
trodden under the Russian heel in 
1868. At Geneva recently it was a 
allenged, 
with some justica, the Lengucs 
guardinnahip of minority nations. 
Briefly, he declared that tho. great: 
Powers who gained territory after 
the war should be bound by the 
snme. pledges as the smaller ones 
in reapect to treatment of thelr 
iminorities. It was Poland which 
upset M, Bdrthou’s plans for an 
Eastern Locarno. -- Poland is taking 
part In world affairs; and an im-, 
portant . part. Poland played an 
amazing part ‘in the World. War. 
In 1914 her armies were mobilised 
against Russia, for she was anxious 
to shake off the Russian domina- 
tion. With the overthrow ‘of the 
Czar, Poland‘s territory waa free 

‘from any threat in that direction, 
and the wnr-wearted soldiers turn- 
ed and thrust at the Germans who 
were on Polish soll, Poland waa 
fighting « war af her own from 
1914 to 1919, Had the outcome 
been other than ft war, Poland 
would have been content to ree 
Ruasian suzerninty abolished and to 
have taken her chance at brenking 
away from German and Austrian 
domination. As it happened, “fH 
three of her oppressors tottered. 
Poland broke free. 


HARD WORK AHEAD 


Had it not been for that sur: 
viving nationallam, the cartier divt- 
siona of the country would have 
ruined for ever her chances of 
regaining prestige. But Poles ree 
niembered that it wan a Polish 
army behind John Sobieski which 
turned the Turkish invasion back 
at Vienna, that saved Christianity: 
in Burope, that balanced the power 
of Kurope for centuries, They 
have examples of accomplishment 
under a “strong man” to give them 
optimiam, if they lacked it, and 
behind Marshal Pilsudski, the one- 
man-eabinel, they are gradually 
winning their way to the forefront 
of affairs. The country was bled 
hy the war, its people are im. 
poverished, its ronds are bos and 
ditches, but it has one asset which 
defent and oppression could, not 
destroy; its patriotism. There is 
dunger that that splendid charac- 
teristic will become a cause of fear 
to Polund’a neighbours, but there 
need be little apprehensiveness If 
Poland remembers Paderewski and 
the admonition: “Follow Pilaudskt.”
